With the touring season getting 
into its stride, the highways of the 
state soon will be earring capacity 
traffic,

burden of responsibility upon the 
motorist, in view of Edward P. Cur­ 
ran, safety director of the Keystone 
Automobile club, 
"It may be assumed.” said Mr. 
Curran, “that accidents will hap­ 
pen. but by accidents' we do not 
mean the tremendous number of 
avoidable crashes that annually take 
a toll in life and 
property. 
It 
should be the aim of every motorist 
to avoid dangerous driving prac­ 
tices. both for his own sake and that 
of other highway users. 
Wrong Side of Road 
“A prolific source of danger not 
generally appreciated by motorists 
is the habit of driving on the wrong 
side of the road, especially at curves. 
Even veteran drivers are guilty of 
this practice. 
Statistics show that 
a high percentage of so-called ‘ac­ 
cidents’ is due to violation of the 
cardinal principle of driving—‘keep 
to the right.' 
Failure to have one's car under 
control at Intersections is another 
serious driving defect. 
No motorist 
can ever assume, with safety, that 
he has a clear track at intersections 
unless the view is unobstructed for 
a good distance in advance of the 
crossing.
